Senator Overman, of North 
Carolina, Says Action of Gov- 
ernor Smith in Staying Home 
Might Imperil Chances of a 
Number of Measures--Terrell’s 
Name Stricken From Rolls.

Washington, LD. C,, July 17.—(Spe- 
clal.)—DemocPhtic senators are urg- 
ently desirous that Governor Hoke 
Smith, who ts senator-elect from Geor- 
gia, shall come to Washington at the 
eariiest possible moment to assume his 


-. duties and fill the vacancy caused by 


the resignation of former Senator Ter- 
rell. A number expressed themselves 
accordingly today. 

No man dares venture a prediction 
as to what will happen before the ad- 
journment of the present session of 
congress. Five important measures, in- 
cluding three tariff bills, are yet to be 
voted upon, on days already designated. 

The work of four hot and busy 
months is about to culminate in final 
action. The measures to be voted upon 
are of considerable interest to all the 
people. The senate is so closely di- 
vided, a change of a few votes will 
turn the trick for or against tariff 
revision. 

Involved in the fate of the woolen 
bill, is the fate of the poor man's 
blanket, his carpets and household 
hangings and rugs. Schedule “K”" has 
been called the most indefensible in the 
whole Payne law. The democrats have 
sharply redueed the duties on manu- 
factures of wool. There is a strong 
chance of the measure passing the 
senate, but the vote will be olose. It 
will require every democratic vote 
from present indications. The absence 
of one senator may mean four dreary 
months of work gone for nothing. The 
time is one of vital importance to 
democrats. 

Notice of the resignation of Mr, Ter- 
rell, and his request that his name be 
atricken from the rolls, was today re- 
ceived and acted favorably upon by 
the senate. His name was blue pen- 
¢iled and for the present, at least, 
Joseph M. Terrell is an ex-senator. 

Submits Question to Senate. 

Vice President Sherman did not as- 
sume the responsibility of. ordering the 
name stricken. He submitted the ques- 
tion to the senate. The letter of Mr. 
Terrell to the vice president was read, 
as was the attached copy of his letter 
to Governor Smith tendering his resig- 
nation.

Marietta, Ga. July 17.—-(Special.)— 
Governor Brown is expected to re- 
turn from his farm in Cherokee coun- 
ty this morning. He has not seen his 
mail since the day Governor Smith 
was elected United States senator, and 
has reached no fixed conclusion about 
running for governor. His friends in 
his home city believe he will make 
the race, as they cannot see how he 
will be able to withstand the pressure 
being ‘brought to bear upon him. 

Since last Wednesday, a local dele- 
gation made up of members of all po- 
litical factions, has been trying to see 
him. His home has been called up 
two or three times’ a day,-the leaders 
of the movement proposing to advance 
upon him there, and plead with him 
to make the race, at the very first 
opportunity. This county is admitted 
to be practically unanimous in the de- 
sire to see Governor Brown make the 
race. It is reported that many of 
those who lead in the fight against 
him a year ago and succeeded in car- 
rying his home county for his oppon- 
ent will join heartily in support of 
him this year—if he makes the race. 

Leading a Reral Life. 

Meantime the governor has been 
raving Httle or no atteption to the 
clamor. in his behalf. e has been 
at his farm, which is located in‘ the 
recesses of Cherokee, where fresh 
newspapers are difficuit to get. He 
has ‘been looking after some farm ex- 
periments he is making, supervising 
the rebuilding of a burned barn, mak- 
ing note as to the country home he 
proposes to build there—in which he 
expected to enjoy most of his retire- 
ment after leaving office—and con- 
templating some literary work he has 
nad in view for a long time. 

No mail has been forwarded to him, 
as he has been expected home since 
Saturday. “ 

Since the ex-governor has been away 
Mrs. Brown and the younger Browns 
have been busily engaged answering 
long-distance telephone calls, receiv- 
ing and opening telegrams, and ac- 
knowledging letters. 

Hundreds of communications urging 
the former governor to announce have 
been received. Some enthusiastic 
friends have sent him telegrams cover- 
ing pages. Several petitions were 
wired, as from a number of former 
Smith men in Terrell county, who 
want him to make the race, 

Practically every county has its citi-

Most Drastic Campaign Pub- 
icity Legislation Ever Passed 
Is Adopted by Senate 


EVEN PROMISES OF JOBS 
«MUST BE MADE PUBLIC 


It Is Also Made Illegal to Prom- 
ise Political Places to Secure 
Election Support---Candidates 
for House and Senate Not 
Allowed to Spend Over 10 
Cents on Each Voter. 


Washington, July 17.—The most 
drastic campaign publicity legislation 
ever passed in either branch of con- 
gress was adopted by the senate late 
today, practically without a dissenting’ 
vote. Using the pre-election publicity 
bill passed by the house as a basis, the 
senate constructed during the day a 
proposed law with the following im- 
portant features: 

Not Over 10 Cents to Voter. 

No candidate for the senate or house 
shall spend in the election more than 
a sum equal to 10 cents for each voter 
in his district or state. 

No senatorial candidate shall spend 
a total of more than $10,000 in the pri- 
mary and general election, and no can- 
didate for the house shall spend more 
than $5,000, 

Publicity must be given té all pri- 
mary campaign contributions and ex- 
penditures. = 

All general election expenses must be 
made public before the election, begin- 
ning fifteen days before election and 
making publication each six days un- 


ito advertise. 


til election. 
Promises of Political Jobs. 

All promises of political jobs must be 
made public. The bil] further makes 
it illegal to promise political places to 
sécure election support-5F to aid in in- 
fluencing the election of any member of 
state legislature. : 

The bill will be the subject of prob- 
ably prolonged conferences bétween 
the two houses. It originated in the 
house as a part of the democratic leg- 
islative program and was designed to 
require the publication of expenditures 
‘before election, which is not required 
by the existing publicity law. 

The republicans in the house unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to extend the bill 
to cover primary election expenses. In 
the senate today the primary election 
amendment coupled with more radical 
amendments were adopted with little 
opposition. 

Publicity of All Primary Expenses. 

The senate amendments, authorized 
by the committee on privileges and 
elections, required publicity of all pri- 
mary election expenses and all pledges 
of political jobs or favors. Some ob- 
jection to this was made on the ground 
that primary elections were not within 
the control of congress. The amend- 
ment was finally adopted, however, by 
a vote of 50 to 7, Senators Bacon, Bal- 
ley, Bankhead, Johnston, Bryan, Over- 
man and Paylor voting against it. 

The more rigid portion of the bill, 
limiting the amount the senatorial 
and congressional candidate may spend 
in ‘any election, and prohibiting 
the making of certain cam- 
paign pledges, was proposed by Sena- 
tor Reed, of Missouri, ard adopted only 
after a long debate. Senator Suther- 
land, of Utah, admitted that the house 
conferees might force elimination ‘of 
this from ‘the bill. 


Expenses of Stephenson Mentioned. 


Senator Reed referred to the carm- 
paign expense statement filed by Sena- 
tor Stephenson, of Wisconsin, showings 
expenditures of approximately $107,000, 
and to other large sums spent by sena- 
torial candidates. He finally offered an 
amendment putting the total experndi- 
ture by any candidate at a sum not tw 
exceed 10 cents per head for the vot- 
ers in the candidate’s state. Senator 
Borah said this would permit a sena- 
torial candidate in New York to spend 
nearly $200,000 in his election, whiie 
the candidate in Nevada could spend 
only about $1,000. 

The Reed amendment was defécted 
once, but was renewed and adopted. At 
one time he had the limit of expense at 
$5,000 for a senate candidate, and $1,506) 
for a house candidate, but at the suz-

PENSIONS ARE GIVEN 
FIVE CITY EMPLOYEES 


They Are Among the First to 
Benefit by the City Pen- 
sion Ordinance. 


Five city employees, among the first to 
benefit from thecity pension ordinance 
passed last spring, were granted pcn- 
sions by general council yesterday 
afternoon, following a recommenda- 
tion from the mayor, who had carefully 
investigated the cases. 

Three members of the police and two 
of the fire department were the bene- 
ficiaries of the ordinance. “Cap” 
Joiner, one of the oldest members of 
the police force, who has been an ap- 
plicant for a pension since last spring, 
was not recommended by the mayor 
who stated that the failure to récom- 
mend Joiner was purely on account of 
technical matters which would prob- 
ably be adjusted at an early date. Sev- 
eral other cases were held up for the 


same reason. 

The case of J. C. Martin, a member 
of the fire department, ko lost one 
eye, while the other was injured at a 
fire in January, provoked considerabie 
discussion. Martin had petitioned to 
be retired on a pension and the mayor 
recommended that this be granted. Al- 
derman Johnson, who had presented a 
resolution favoring Martin’s pension, 
rose ifMmmediately after the latter’s name 
had been read and stated that while 
he did not wish to attack his own 
resolution, that the granting of pen- 
sions to so young a man as Mariin, 
who is but 34, would be rather an ea- 
pensive luxury to the city, as in the 
nature of things a man who was but 
34 would live at least twenty years, 
and at $480 a year, the total would be 
a large amount.

“Having made an arrangement 
whereby the permanent administra- 
tion, through the trustee in bank- 
ruptey, of the affairs of the Southern 
Loan and Trust Company’ will De 
placed in the hands of a member of 
the firm of Smith, Hammond & Smith, 
the petition of intervention by credi- 
tors resisting adjudication and object- 
ing to the continuance of Mr. W. Car- 
roll Latimer as receiver has been with- 
drawn, as a result of which Mr. Lati- 
mer will be continued as receiver until 
the election of the trustee in bank- 
rupftcy. 

“As was stated in the pleadings, we 
now very cheerfully repeat that Mr.

Middle division to be composed of Au- 
gusta,.-Chattahoochee, Cordele, Coweta, 
Flint, Macon, Ocmulgee, Oconee, 
Toombs and Western circuits; the 
Southern division to be composed of 
the Atlantic, Brunswick, Eastern, *Mid- 
dle, Pataula, Southern, Southwestern 
and Waycross circuits. : 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
senate committee tw notify Governor 
Smith, of his election to the United 
States senatorship, reported that the 
senate and house committee had form- 
ally notified the governor. 

About this time a sealed communica- 
tion came from Governor Smith, which 
remains on the table one day. It is 
generally thought that this message 
contains the appointment [im Wes 
Krauss as judge of the city§$court of 
Brunswick. 

Last Thursday the senate turned 
down Krauss’ appointment because 
his term of office did not begin until 
July 1, 1912. This was a typographical 
error in the nomination papers, how- 
ever, according to Governor Smith, the 
term beginning January 1, 1912.

president. As the gavel fell, the blue 
pencil of the secretary scratched out 
the name of Mr. Terrell. 

Senator Martin, of Virginia, the dem- 
ocratie leader, was asked today if he 
had communicated direct with Governor 
Smith requesting him to come to Wash- 
ington and be sworn in, 

“T have not done so direct,” he said, 
“but have conferred with Judge Bart- 
lett, one of Mr. Smith’s close friends, 
through whom I sent a message to that 
effect. Mr. Bartlett called on me sev- 
eral days ago and discussed the situa- 
tion and I told him at that time there 
was every reason for Georgia to be 
represented throughout the present 
session. While the reciprocity bill is 
probably in no danger and will be 
passed by a considerable majority, it 
would be better to have the full demo- 
cratic strength recorded on that meas- 
ure. On the other billa which have 
been scheduled for votes at early dates 
it ig vitally important to have every 
senator either present or paired.” 

The senate has agreed to vote on 
Canadian reciprocity on July 22; on the 
wool tariff bill on July 27; on the free 
list bill on August 1; on the reapportion- 
ment bill on August 3, and upon the 
bill admitting Arizona and New Mexico 
as etates, upon the legislative day of 
August 7. 

Democratic Votes Needed. 

Senator Martin, continuing, said: 

“I cannot put it too strongly that 
every democratic vote is needed. While 
I do not like to communicate with Mr. 
Smith direct, occupying the posifion I 
do, for fear it might have the appear- 
ance of officiousness, yet it is most 
important that every democratic sen- 
ator’s vote should be recorded on these 
measures affecting the welfare of all 
the people. Say it is not only desirable 
but most urgently necessary for the 
senator from Georgia to be here at the 
very earliest practicable moment.” 

Senator Overman, of North Carolina, 
said the action of Governor Smith in 
remaining away from Washington and 
sacrificing one vote might imperil the 
chances of a number of measures 
democrats are favoring, and particu- 
larly on tariff revision. He said: 

“Mr. Smith’s vote will not be missed 
so much on the reciprocity bill, but it 
may prove vitally necessary on some 
of the other measures upon which the 
senate is closely divided.” 

Senators Stone, of Miasouri, and 
Smith, of South Carolina, expressed 
themselves to the same effect. Senator 
Bailey said he preferred not to be 
quoted. Several other senators ‘ex- 
pressed the opinion that since @ va- 
cancy existed by action of the senate 
it was now up to the state of Georgia 
and Mr. Smith to provide for filling it, 
and that the time was a vital one.

$40,000 IS ASKED 
TO PAY PENSIONS 


Money Wanted to Provide for 
660 Veterans’ Recently 
Approved Claims. 


In order that he may pay 1911 pen- 
sions to 660 Confederate veterans 
Whose claims have been approved gince 
the 1911 rolls were prepared, Pension 
Commissioner J. W. Lindsey has re- 
quested the general assembly to make 
an additional. appropriation of $40,000 
to his department this year. 

The total pension fund for this year 
was $1,142,787 and out of this fund a 
total of 19,130 pensioners were paid. 
There now remains with the .pension 
commissioner a balance of $356.72 out 
of the pension fund and this will be 
paid to oensioners who, for one reason 
or another, have not already received 
the 1911 payment. 

However, the pension commissioner 
has approved the claims of 660 appli- 
cants since the pension rolls were made 
out and the result is that unless the 
legislature appropriates the necessary 
sum of $40;000 for paying them they 
will be deprived of their pension mon- 
ey which is justly dwe them for this 
year. 

Thework of the pension office has 
vastly increased since the passage of 
the act of 1910 which added several 
hundred .additional pensioners to the 
roll and in his report which he has 
just submitted to Governor Smith he 
recommends that the clerk and the 
stenographer in his office have their 
salary increased $100 per year.

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TRUST IS FEARED 


How the Louisiana Planters 
View the Sugar Combine 


Independent Refiners Won't 
Bid on Louisiana Sugars, as 
They Consider Louisiana the 
Territory of the Sugar Trust. 
Growers Must Sell to Trust. 


Washington,. July 17.—That Louisi- 


ing Company was declared today by 
J. E. Burguieres, president of 
Louisiana Planters’ Association, before 
the-house sugar trust committee. He 
testified that reduction of the sugar 
tariff would ruin the Louisiana sugar 
industry. 

“T can’t get independent refiners to 
come to Louisiana and bid on our 
sugars,” he said. “They say they will 
not come into our field, but will buy 


market. 

“They gave no satisfactory reason 
therefore, but I made my own deduc- 
tions—that the independent refiners re- 
gard Louisiana as American Sugar Re- 
fining Company territory and refuse 
to enter that territory, for fear they 
will precipitate trouble for themselves 
with the trust. They have stayed away 
ever since We got into trouble with the 
trust for selling to outsiders several 
years ago.” 

“Do the independents have any 
agreement to keep away from the ter- 
ritory?’’ asked Representative Madison. 

“I think not. The condition resulted 
from a combined fear of the planters 
to sell away from the trusts and of’in- 
dependent refiners to invade what is 
considered trust territory. 

“I predict a crop of one million: tons 
of sugar a year in Louisiana and Texas 
within a few years. If the sugar tariff 
is cut in half it would immediately an- 
nihilate the sugar industry of Louisi- 
ana and affect the prosperity or more 
than 2,000,000 people.” 

Professor W. C. Stubbs, former state 
chemist of Louisiana, declared that 
Louisiana had 10,000,000 acres of land 
that could be made sugar bearing land 
if capital could be found to enter the 
state, and that capital will not under- 
take the venture for fear that the tariff 
would be disturbed. 

The committee left this afternoon 
for New York to hear testimony there 
beginning with John Arbuckle tomor- 
row. The committee will inquire into 
sugar publications, said to be domi- 
nated by the trust. ;

[ | A QUESTION OF LAW---NOT POLITICS! 

It is unfortunate that the question as to whether or not Senator 
' Terrell’s term of office as senator has ended has been complicated 
with political discussion. The question is one of law and should be 
determined without partisanship. | 


The law applicable to the situation says: 

“If any vacancies happen (in the representation in the senate), by resigna- 
tion or otherwise, during the recess of the legislature of any state, the executive 
thereof may make temporary appointments until tne mext meeting of the 
legisiature, which shall then fill such vacancies.” Article 1, section 3, para- 
graph 2, constitution of the United States. Code section 6627. Code séction #79, 
act of congress of 1866. : 


Note that the appointee can hold only “until the next meet- 
ing of the legislature.” | 3 


of 1910; the “next meeting of the legislature’ was on June 28, 
1911. It would seem that Governor Terrell’s appointment undoubt- 
edly ended on that date. 

However, the words “until the next meeting of the legislature” 
have been construed to mean until the legislature has acted by the 
election of a senator or until the adjournment of the legislature. 

So that if Senator Terrell’s term did not expire on the date of 
the meeting of the legislature, it did expire when the legislature 
acted by the election of a senator. 7 

If the legislature had passed its whole session. without an elec- 
tion, no one doubts that his commission would have expired with 
the adjournment of the legislature. 

The reply which Governor Smith makes to this situation 1s 
that the senate of the United States is not officially informed that 
the legislature has elected a senator to fill the vacancy. 

The question then is, how is the senate to be informed. This 
is answered by code section 371, which is taken from the Act of 


Congress of 1866, as follows: 
“It shall be the duty of the governor of the state from which any senator 


shall have been chosen, as aforesaid, to certify his election, under the seal of 
the state, to the president of the senate of the United States, which certificate 
shall be countersigned by the secretary of state.” 

So if the senate be ignorant of Governor Smith’s election it is 
because Governor Smith. has failed in an obligation clearly imposed 
by law. | : 7 

Let us carry Governor Smith's position one step further: Sup- 
pose Senator Terrell went back to Washington to take a seat in 
the senate; his tenure would be based on the proposition that the 
senate does not know what every senator does know, to wit: that 
the Georgia legislature has elected a successor to the late Senator 
Clay. Nor is this all: He would at most hold only until Governor 
Smith performied his duty under code section 371, above quoted, by 
certifying to the president of the senate the action of the Georgia 
legislature, 

How long would Senator, Terrell serve under such conditions? 
Maybe one hour, or one year. However long he might serve, it 
would not be at the will of the state legislature, but at the will 
and pleasure of Governor Smith. Surely that can not be a lawful re- 
sult. The people have rightfully not delegated such power to one 
man. |

A definite route for a fall tour in which the participants shall 
reach Savannah for the Vanderbilt Cup and Grand Prize races in 
November, and including the Andersonville-Thomasville route, At- 
lanta to Quitman, the Quitman to Savannah link across south Geor- 
gia, the Dublin route from Savannah to Atlanta, and, incidentally, 
the Rome and Sherman routes between Chattanooga and Atlanta 
was mapped out, and the details of the tour along these general 
lines left in the hands of an able executive committee, which will 
proceed at once to perfect them. 

Enthusiasm of the respective sections represented by the mem. 
bers of this committee gives promise of by far the largést and most 
popular tour ever inaugurated in Georgia or the south. 

Not only is every town upon the route, as indicated, fully alive 


to the value of this tour as a promoter of the sort of good roads sen- 
'timent that brings results, but others adjacent to the proposed route 
| are reaching out in the hope of being made part and parcel of it. 


This tour has been planned by the representatives of the va- 
rious routes interested and to its success in itself, as well as to 
the success of its primary object—better roads in Georgia—The 
Constitution has offered to contribute both financially and through 
extensive publicity.

Strong Circumstantial Evidence 
Against Him in Case of 
Sadie Holley. 


circumstantial ‘evi- 
dence, Todd Henderson, the suspected 
“Jack the Ripper,’ was yesterday 
morning held by the recorder for the 
murder of Sadie Holley on the night of 
July 10. No case was made out in the 
Lena Sharpe murder, and this was 
thrown out on motion of defendant's 
attorney.

Subject Was Broached, How- 
ever, in Banlering Way, 


Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, Urges 
the Passage of the Bill Pro 
viding for a Ten Days’ Ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 
New Bills Introduced. 


Macon’s desire to be the capital city 
of the state was voiced for the first 
time in the Georgia legislature yester- 
day. It consisted of a bit of Joe Hill 
Hall repartee ang brought from the 
members handclaps and applause, 
which, however, savored more of 
amusement than approval. 

‘It came up during the discussion of 
the bill introduced by Mr. Burwell, of 
Hancock, providing for a ten days’ 
‘Inaugural session” of the general as- 
sembly in January of odd years. 

Mr. Burwell urged the proposed law 
on the ground that the time now in- 


tervening between the state election in 
October and the installation of the 


‘the financial r beg : 
‘calendar year,” said Mr. Burwell- “The 


|meetings of the legislature being in 


governor therein chosen the June of 


the next year is unfair to the execu- 
tive who must handle the fiscal affairs 


of the state. 
“Our fiscal system is so shaped that 
year begins with the 


midsummer causes administrations to 
so overlap that it is difficult for any 
governor to adopt policies of his own 
immediately upon assuming office. His 
predecessor has to handle affairs dur- 
ing one-half of what should be the 
first year of his, the incoming g0ov- 
ernor’s, administration, and then he 
has to look after affairs during six 
months of his successor’s time. Con- 
fusion naturally results.” 

“Have not many g00d Georgians 
from south Georgia lost their lives by 


having to come up here in midwinter 
to attend sessions of the legislature?” 
asked Representative Cook, of Telfair 
county, who averred that the higher 
temperature and the rarified atmos- 
phere of Atlanta made it dangerous 
for the men coming from the south- 
ern part of the state to attend winter 
meetings of the assembly. 

Mr. Burwell declared that he was in 
favor of retaining the summer sessions, 
and did not think a ten days’ meeting 
in January woulg expose any members 
to undue dangers. 

Mr. Hal] Opposes Bill. 

‘We can come here and inaugurate 
the governor,” said he, “organize, have 
the committees named, introduce bills 
and go home. Meantime the commit- 
tees might meet and discuss the bills 
to be passed on at the following forty 
days’ session in summer; at least, im- 
portant measures would be before us 
and the public long enough to be thor- 
oughly discussed anq considered. We 
coulq elect United States senators in 
accordance with the spirit of the law, 
too.”’ 

“How about the mileage for mem- 
bers?” somegne asked. 

“That may mean an extra expense 
of a few thousand dollars,” Mr. Bur- 
well replied, “but it will be infinitesi- 
mal besides what the state will save 
by establishing symmetrical relations 
between our official and fiscal years. 
However, I am entirely willing that a 
proviso be inserted eliminating all ex- 
tra mileage on the score of the short 
session. It is entirely immaterial to 
me.” 

Joe Hil] Hall opposed the Dill. 


“T am willing to vote for taking our 
sessions back to November ‘or Jan- 
uary,” he said. “The present way of 
meeting is absurd. It leaves us nine 
months every two years without a 
legislature. If the governor were to 
die during that time no one would 
have power to call the general as- 
sembly into extra session to fix the 
succession. He would have no suc- 
cessor, for during that time there is 
no president of the senate. 

“This proposed correction is not con- 
stitutional and is impracticable. It 
would take an amendment to the con- 
stitution to make it legal. The con- 
stitution says there shall be ‘annual’ 
meetings of this body, and we cannot 
have semi-annual gatherings without 
violating it, or depending on the first 
session being adjourned over, by joint 
agreement, to the forty days’ period 
beginning in June. 

“I realize that many good Georgians 
were lost -because of the old mid- 
winter sessions. This can be obviated 
in future by moving the capital to Ma- 
con,” he declared. This brought forth 
the applause and laughter. 

“How about the north Georgians, 
then?’ somebody asked. 

“No Georgian will be in danger at 
Macon any time of the year,” cried the 
Bibb member. 

Mr. Burwell's bill has the approval 
of the genera] judiciary committee, and 
its favorable report was accepted by 
the house. If passed it would mean 
three regular sessions of each legisla- 
ture—one in January following the 
election ang another of forty days be- 
ginning, as now, in June, and one of 
fifty days the succeeding year. 

The debate was still on when ad- 
journment was taken at 1 o'clock.

The Law Assumes Acceptance 
“Upon Election 


Editor Declares Terrell’s Resig- 
nation Not Necessary --- Ofh- 
cial Acts of Smith, Watson 
Says, May Be Attacked in 
the Courts. 


Thomson, Gea., July 17.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson today issued 
the following anent the senatorial sit- 
uation: 

“In my statement in The Constitu- 
tion last week I did not go into the 
question of future cost and trouble to 
the state of Georgia, After having 
written a postscript to that effect I 
withheld it for further refiection. The 
law nowhere provides for the accept- 
ance of the office of United States 
senator nor for the acceptance of the 
resignation of a senator. The act of 
resigning in writing, of course, com- 
pletes itself. The joint concurrence of 
the vice president or of the governor 
is not essential. When Joe Bailey sent 
his telegram of resignation to the gov- 
ernor of Texas and his written renun- 
ciation of his office to the president of 
the senate he ceased to be legally a 
member of the senate, 

In the case of Ex-Senator Terrell the 
words of the constitution of the United 
States are plain, postive, conclusive. 
If a vacancy occurs in a state’s repre- 
scntation in the senate when the legis- 
lature is not in session, the governor 
may fill it by appointment until the 
next meeting of the legislature. 

No Question As To Law. 


“Can there be any doubt about the 
meaning of the word ‘until?’ Is there 
anything to differ about? Terrell need 
not have tendered a resignation. He 
had nothing to relinquish. The senator- 
ship had been given him for a specified 
time. When that time expired his 
official life terminated. He was 
functuos officio when the legislature 
met, certainly when hig successor was 
elected. 

“Who is senator from Georgia? Smith 
ran for the office, spent money like 
water to get it; huckstered patronage 
to gwet it; schemed in all directions to 
get it; did he get it? The official] rec- 
ords of the legislature show that he 
did. The legislature must take no- 
tice that he did. The courts must take 
judicial cognizance of the fact that he 
did. Nowhere is his formal acceptance 
made necessary. There is no legal ma- 
chinery provided for any notification 
of his election or for his formal] ac- 
ceptance. The law' assumes accept- 
ance. 

Smith Accepted Place. 


“But in Smith’s case did he not pub- 
licly and formally accept? Did not his 
Speech after his election virtually 
amount to that? If not, what was the 
speech about. I mean, of course, the 
speech of thanks that he made to his 
friends immediately after his election. 
When one thanks one’s supporters 
after they have elected him to an office 
is not that an acceptance of the office? 
It being a matter-of record which 
courts must take official cognizance of 
that Smith has been elected to the sen- 
ate, and there being no requirement 
of law that he shal] formally accept, 
why is not the state confronted by a 
most serious danger? Are his official 
acts legal after July 14? Are offices 
filled by him legally filled? Are judges 
whom. he commissions lawfully in 
office? Are treasury warrants signed 
by him legal vouchers? Are acts of 
the legislature signed by him good 
laws? 

“Of course, the ordinary rule is that 
the acts of one actually in office can 
not be collaterally attacked, but this 
case is wholly different. Here we have 
a legislative record of which courts 
must take judicial cognizance and 
which proves that Governor Smith be- 
came senator on July 14th. Consequent- 
ly laws and commissions and warrants 
signed by him afterwards may be at- 
tacked in any court. 

“Why should the state of Georgia run 
such a fearful risk when there is no 
excuse for it? Why should the inter- 
ests of the state be jeopardized in this 
manner? 


Should Oust Smith. 


“By operation of law Hon. John M. 
Slaton is now of right the governor of 
Georgia. In my Opinion it is his duty 
to institute quo warranto proceedings 
against Governor Smith to oust him 
from & position which is no longer 
his. Were he at his post of duty in 
Washington he might help much to 
lower the tariff and thus relieve ninety 
millions of people from monopoly prices, 
His stay in Georgia threatens the state 
with confusion and disaster. Section 
328 of the code makes it the duty of 
the governor to certify the election of 
the senator chosen as aforesaid by the 
legislature. When is the governor to 
do this? Immediately after said elec- 
tion. Any other construction of the 
Statute is impossible. 

“No sane man will claim that the 
law meant to leave it optional with 
the governor whether he would certify 
the election at once or delay it indefi- 
nitely. Think of what enormous in- 
jury could be inflicted on the country 
by the refusal of governors to prompt- 
ly certify the elections of senators who 
politically or personally were obnox- 
ious to themselves. No such power is 
lodged in the governor. Hence, Gov- 
ernor Smith's refusal to certify his 
election and thus give the state her 
full weight in the senate is a viola- 
tion of his Oath of office which renders 
him liable to impeachment. a

Dr. Purser attended the conference, 
and after the resolution was unani- 
mously passed made brief remarks 
stating that'‘he appreciated the broth- 
erly interest of the members of the 
conference, but made no formal reply 
to the request of the ministers. 

Rev. John E. White made the ad- 
dress of the morning, his subject. be- 
ing on Christian education, he arguing 
upon the necessity of Christian 
churches maintaining an interest in 
general education. 

There were several short discussions 
upon fhis line by other members, whose 
remarks were instructive and heard 
with interest by fellow pastors of Rev. 
White. 

A committee of twelve was invited 
by the East Atlanta Tabernacle Bap- 
tist church to examine Rev. W. 
Hambrick with a view to his. ordina- 
tion as a minister of the Baptist de- 
nomination. Rev. Hambrick was heard 
in a short address by this committee, 
after which the members catechized 
him*upon the Bible.

OPPOSE THE LEVY 
OF SCHOOL TAX 


Judge Candler Says That It 
Would Work Hardship 
on Poor of City. 


When city council met yesterday aft- 
ernoon the members rreely predicte 
that the session would last but a short 
time and that but little business would 
be transacted, but after three hours’ 
session the body adjourned to meet 
again next Monday afternoon. This 
was done upon motion of Councilman 
Aldine Chambers, following a warm 
discussion of the proposed additional 
five mills school tax. 

Councilman Steve Johnston's resolu- 
tion to submit to a popular vote the 
levying of a special school tax of 5 
miNs caused warm discussion, the mat- 
ter having been adversely reported 
upon by the tax committee to which it 
had been referred upon its introduction. 

Judge John 8S. Candler strongly op- 
posed the mé@asure, saying that it 
would mean an increase of the tax 
rate from $1.25 to $1.75, and that such 
increase would work much hardship 
upon the poorer residents whom the 
measure is intended te benefit. When 
Judge Candler had finished his speech, 
Councilman Johnston, who had pre- 


| viously moved that his resolution ‘be 


adopted, moved that the measure be re- 


,referred to the tax committee and this 


was done. 

William Justin was elected a mem- 
ber of the board of health from the 
tenth ward to succeed E. D. Thomas, 
resigne.1. 

The Crematory Problem. 

Courcilman Van Dyke again brought 
up the crematory diseussion by the in- 
troduction of a resolution coming from 
the board of health, recommending 
thet a special crematory commission 
be appointed. The measure was couch- 
€d in vigorous terms, declaring that 
“the crematory bone money is idle in 
the bank ang the board of health is 
convinced that it will never be used if 
the general council, bond commission 
and the board of health must all agree 
upon a site and a plan for a crema- 
tory.” It further added that nothing 
at all had been done and that steps 
should be taken at once to remedy the 
reatter. 

Alderman Johnson did not approve 
of the resolution, stating that some- 
thing was being accomplished. Van 
Dyke answered that matters were as 
bad now as they were before a cre- 
matory was proposed, and that sanitary 
afitirs would soon be in vad shape if 
semething was not done at once. The 
matter was finaily referred to a special 
committee. 

The proposed change tn Marietta 
street, whereby the thoroughfare will 
be straightened from Ponders avenue 
to the city limits, wae approved by 
council and the $4,000 apportioned to 
work on that strect was voted to aid 
this improvement.

A resolution by Councilman Steve 
Johnston to provide for $2,500 for a 
negro ward and $1,200 for a children’s 
preventorium at the Tuberculosis gan- 
itarium, was referred to the finarce 
committee, as was the resolution of 
Alderman Warren providing $1,000 for 
a bath house at Piedmont park. 

Council adjourned at 6 o'clock.

Brunswick, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—

According to the resolution the com- 
missioners have repeatedly called the 
city’s attention to the fact that ade- 
quate patrolling could not be accom- 
plished by a force as small as the one 
now employed. 

The resolution follows the’recent agi- 
tation arising from the number of inur-. 
ders committed in the city recently, the 
perpetrators of which have not been ap- 
prehended. The police have been se- 
verely censured for their laxness, 
though, says the police cémmission, it 
is no fault of the police, but rather of 
council, which has not provided suf- 
ficient men to guard the city. 

The resolution asks that council in- 
crease the police appropriation to an 
amount that will warrant the emplovoy- 
ment of double the number of men now 
employed. 

The resolution was referred to the 
finance committee.

Later Months 21 to 
29 Points Off. 


New York, July 17 —The cotton mar- 
ket was weak and unsettled during to- 
day’s trading, under general liquidation 
and bear pressure, inspired by favor-

BLACKBURN GET) 
DACK AT SMITH 


Writes In'eresting Card in Re- 
ard to Governor's “trrot 


RB. M. Blackburn who was executive 
secretary under the administration of 
Joseph M. Brown as governor, writes 
an interesting card apropos of an “er- 
ror’ made in an appointment recently 
sent to the senate by Governor Smith. 

It will be recalled that In the last 
campaign Governor Brown's adminis- 
tration was attacked for making errors 
in commissions issued by Secretary 
Blackburn's depart:nent, it being 
charged that it had failed to 
observe ordinary ‘business’ care 
and the state was accordingly 
circularized from one end of Georgia 
to the other on the importance of a 
“business” administration that would 
guarantee that no such errors woul 
oceur. 

Now comes former Executive Secre- 
tary Blackburn who promptly calls the 
turn on a “sraver error’ made by the 
present administration, 

Mr. Blackburn says:

Editor Constitution: In the 
of appointments sens: py Governor 
Smith to the senate was the name of 
Judge D. W. Krause, certified as judge 
ot the city court of Brunswick, for 4 
term of four years from July Ist, 1912.

Dublin a Live Wire.
